OF THE INDUSTRIAL COMMISSION OF ARIZONA 

 

Pursuant to A.R.S. § 38-431.02, notice is hereby given to the members of the Industrial 

Commission of Arizona and to the general public that the Industrial Commission of Arizona will 

hold a meeting open to the public on Thursday, September 4, 2014, beginning at 1:00 p.m., in 

Conference Room 308, 800 West Washington, Phoenix, Arizona.  Members of the Industrial 

Commission will attend either in person or by telephone conference call, or by video conference.  

The Commission may vote to hold an Executive Session for the purpose of obtaining legal 

advice from the Commission’s attorneys on any matter listed on the agenda pursuant to A.R.S. § 

38-431.03(A)(3).  The Executive Session is not open to the public.  This agenda is subject to 

change up to 24 hours prior to the meetings.  The Commission Chairman reserves the right to 

change the order of the items on the agenda, except for matters set for a specific time. 

 

The agenda for the meeting is as follows:

2. Discussion and/or Action regarding Residential Fall Protection and Federal OSHA’s 

Notice of Initiation of Proceedings to Reject State Initiated Plan Change No. 133, and 

Reconsider Arizona’s State Plan Authority under Section 18(e) of the Occupational 

Safety and Health Act. The Commission may move into Executive Session under A.R.S. 

§§ 38-431.03(A)(3) and (A)(4) to consult with its attorneys to obtain legal advice and to 

consider its position and instruct its attorneys regarding pending or contemplated 

litigation.            

 

3. Discussion and Action regarding Industrial Commission of Arizona vs. Metropolitan 

Domestic Water Improvement District, Superior Court Case Number CV2013-010140.  

The Commission may vote to hold an Executive Session under A.R.S. §38-431.03(A)(3) 

and (4) for the purpose of obtaining legal advice from the Commission’s attorneys and to 

consider the Commission’s position and instruct its attorneys regarding current litigation 

or settlement discussions conducted in order to resolve litigation.

The Chair has the authority to impose reasonable time, place and manner restrictions on those 

that wish to speak.  Time permitting, each presentation may be limited to one person per 

organization.  Unless the item is specifically identified on this agenda, pursuant to A.R.S. § 38-

431.01(H), members of the Commission may not discuss or take legal action on any matter 

raised by a public comment, except that the Commission may respond to criticism made by those 

who have addressed the public body, may ask staff to review the matter, or may ask that the 

matter be put on a future agenda.
